On page 4, in the Agricultural Use Requirements section, line 6; add “(REI)” after

‘.....and restricted-entry interval (REI)....”

must be made using a minimum of 2 gallons water per acre”.

On page 3, in the Agricultural Use Requirement section, delete “restricted-entry interval
from the second paragraph and delete the parentheses from REI.

On page 20 in the tobacco “application"” notes, add the following, “aerial applications

”. This will preclude the

requirement for a separate date set reflecting aerial applications.
